While Justice Edgar sought only to re- 
tire from the battle line, two of the other 
justices whose signatures to blank sum- 
monses Tus Taisunk has as proof of their 
custom in this direction fell back upon the 
subtleties of legal technicalities for their

WEATHER GOOD FOR THE CROPS. 


Warmth a Benefit to All Grain—Most 


of Corn Is Now Beyond Danger 
from Frost. | 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 8.—The weather 
bureau's weekly summary of crop conditions 
is as follows: ' 

The weather conditions of the week ending 
Sept. 7 were generally favorable in the lake 
region and from the upper Mississippi and 
Missouri valleys westward to the Rocky 
mountains, in New York and New England, 
portions of the middle Atlantic states, and 
Florida, but in the Ohio and lower Miseissip 
valleys and generally throughout the south- 
ern states drought has prevailed, in some séc- 
tions becoming serious, retarding growth and 
maturity and causing considerable injury to 


crops. 

Rain is needed in Oklahoma and the south- 
ern plateau region. The weather of the week 
has been favorable on the Pacific coast, but 
more rain is needed in Washington. Light 
to killing frosts are reported in North Dakota, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, portions of Ohio, and 
high districts in Utah, with little or no dam- 
age, except on the lowlandsin Wisconsin. . 


‘Much Corn Safe from Frost. 


Barly corn is maturing rapidly, some fields 
being safe from frost, and cutting is progress- 
ing in southern and central sections of the 
corn belt. Late corn has advanced satisfac- 
torily generally in the great corn states, ex- 
cept Iowa, and under favorable conditions 
the bulk of the crop will be safe in two or 
three weeks. In Iowa it is maturing slowly, 
and the crop needs rain in Kansas; Arkansas, 
southern Missouri, and the states of the up- 


r Ohio valley. 
"Hering wheat harvest is nearly completed 
in the northern Rocky mountain states 
and thrashing is general. Rains again have 
delayed stacking and thrashing in North 
Dakota, and this work has been retarded by 
damp grain in shock in South ota, and 
by cloudy and damp weather in southern 
Mihnesota? which has caused damage to 


wheat in shock and @tack. - 


eral throughout the cotton beit, and as a re- 
suk the condition of cotton has deteriorated 
during the week. The staple is opening rap- 
4dly, in some sections prematurely, and pick- 
ing is becoming general in all districts. 
Favorable reports are received from North 
Carolina, Oklahoma, and portions of South 
Carolina. and Mississippi, prospects being 
good for a top crop in the first named @tate.

CHARGE FRAUD AT 


BUILDING TRADES LEADERS SAY 
BOGUS TICKETS WERE SOLD. 


i 
Anthony Nix and Robert Garvey Held 
* te Grand Ju puble Dates from 
_ Recent Election, When New Set of 
Officers Was Chosen—Alleged That 
the Ousted Crowd Determined to 
Have Pétquisites Just as if It Had 
Been Left in Power. 


An echo of the labor demonstration on 
Monday was heard yesterday in Justice 
Chott’s courtroom, when charges of fraud 
were made against Anthony Nix and Robert 
Garvey, two electrical workers who were 
shut out of the picnic profits that are per- 
quisites of the union leaders whe manage 
the annual celebration. 

Each year the Associated Building Trades 
gives a picnic. Thousands of tickets are 
sold, and the profits of the day are targe. 
Total receipts often run over $6,000. A por- 
» tion of this goes to the trades and the rest 
is divided among the men “‘ on the inside.” 


Old Officials Are Ousted. 

Three weeks ago the associated trades held 
their semi-annual election and the leaders 
who have been ruling the organization for | 
years were overthrown. In their place the 
reform element seated its candidates, and 
since then there has been general confusion. 
Out of this came the charges which proved 
sufficiently strong to induce Judge Chott to 
hold the men accused to the grand jury in 
bonds of $800, 

When the reform element took charge they 
got out bright green tickets and sold them. 
After a day or two they discovered that 
forged tickets were being sold by men alleged 
to be in touch with the former officials of the 
organization. - 

At the picnic Monday afternoon at Willow 
street and Clybourn avenue city policemen 
entered and stopped some gambling devices, 
The men in charge of the picnic protested. 
They deciared that the detectives had been 
sent by disgruntied memibers of the asso- 
clated trades. After a-series of conferences 
a compromfse was effected and the machines 
were permitted to operate. 

While this dispute was going on Detectives 
Kelly and Gardiner of the Warren avenue 
station, who were detailed to watch for the 
men alleged to have forged tickets, say they 
discovered Nix and Garvey selling the spuri- 
ous admissiqn cards. Both were arrested, 
though they insist: the charge against them 
is not warranted. 


_ Nearing Settlement with Packers. 
The Amaigamated Meatcutters and Butch- 
er Workmen and the packing companies are 
nearing an agreement regarding the wage 
demands of the’  employés. The men are 
asking a wage increase of approximately 10. 
per cent. The packers want the officials of 
the union to guarantee that there will be 
an-‘end of spasmodic and unwarranted 
} strikes, and that the members of the union 
will do a full day’s work. The union lead- 
ers are inclined to make the agreement. 


WAR ON SYMPATHETIC STRIKE. 


‘Master Builders of Philadelphia Will 
, Begin uts in Retaliation on 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 8.—The advisory 
board of the master builders’ exchange to- 
day fixed Jan. 1, 1904, as the date on which 
systematic warfare by means of lockouts 
against sympathetic strikes will begin. The. 
builders’ exchange represents praetically all 
the builders and subcontractors in the city. 
No workman will be employed unless he.is 
willing to agree not to engage in any sympa- 
thetic strike and to arbitrate any difference 
that may arise, work to continue meanwhile.

‘TEMPERANCE IN THE SOUTH. 

»It-is a curious feature of the prohibition 
movement that while it is rapidly being 
abandoned in the north, after nearly bulf a 
century of trial which proved prohibition 
to be inoperative, in the south it is making 
great headway. The New Voice, the 
western prohibition organ, finds. that,. in 
Texas 136 counties have total prohibition, 
sixty-two partial prohibition, and forty-six 
unrestricted sale of liquor.’ In Tennessee [ 
liquor can be sold legally in only twelve of 
the ninety-six counties. - In Kentucky forty- 
seven counties have total prohibition, fifty- 
four partial, and eighteen unrestricted sale. 
In. Arkansas fifty-four counties have total 
prohibition, two partial, and twenty-nine 
unrestricted sale. In Mississippi sixty-five 
out of seventy-five counties, and in Georgia 
108 out of 137 have prohibition, It is 
{ claimed that the whole south has fewer 
saloons than the state of New York. 

. Tt is another peculiar feature of the situ- 
atten: that the prohibition laws are much 
better and more generally enforced in the 
‘south than in the north, and that while 
drunkenness is increasing in the north, owing 
to nonenforcement of laws and the curse 
of can rushing, which is playing havoc 
among boys and ma them aoodlums, it 
is decreasing in the south. If this. be the 
case it will work to the great advantage df 
thé south in every way. Itis a curious fact, 
however, that while the south seems to be 
able to enforce prohibition laws,which shows 
that the majority of the people are in favor 
of sobriety, it is not yet able to check Inw- 


while temperanceis growing, crime ia not ce- 
| creasing. The south also is more relizious 
than the north and more punctilious 'n fol- 
lowing religious traditions and observances, 
and yet this does not seem to aiaka any Im- 
pression on its’ criminal record. It ig a 
curious situation, It has always been sup- 
posed that drinking was more common in 
the south than in the north, and it is true 
that moonshining is almost exclusively a 
southern practice, and yet there is iess 
drunkenness there. It would Also seem that 
crime ‘has nothing to do with the liquor: 
“question, and that it is not appreciably re- 
‘strained either by or religious 
in the south. 


BURIAL INSURANCE. 

Burial insurance id a somber form of 
guaranty, but it has become popular in Bos- 
ton, according to the Advertiser of that city. 
‘T’wo years ago there were but two organiza- 
tions devoted to that ‘kind of insurance; now 
they are springing up all overthecity. The 
object of these associations is to provide 
burial expenses of members to the amount 
of $100, The “Penny- Aid society” is a 
fair sample of these societies. HEvery mem- 
ber is guaranteed a $100 funeral. The as- 
sessments are $1 at joining and dues of 
$2 a year. As the membership is extraor- 
dinarily large the association is never ham- 
pered in the payment of its policies, no mat- 
ter how often deaths may occur. 

These associations in. Massachusetts do 
not undertake to provide monuments, or 
memorial tablets, or extra display of any 
kind. They simply enable a workman to 
have a decent funeral and burial at his own 
expense. He is sure of that much, and his 
assessments are so small he hardly feels 
them. If he himself wishes a $200 funeral, 
of course thé undertaker will gladly accom- 
modate him, if he pays an extra hundred for 
it; or if his bereaved relatives wish to mani- 
fest their grief by a funeral supper and a 
stately line of carriages and a brass band, 
there is nothing to prevent them from doing 
so if they can gfford it. The excellent 
feature of these associations is that a mem- 
ber can feel sure he will have a decent 
funeral, for if the undertaker is aware that 

. the limit ig $100 he will make his bill to suit 
and he have a good profit.

young monarch, Whose stay in England prob-— 
ably will follow that of King Victor Em- 
manuel. 

Don Alfonso until now has never left 

Spain, and the question is being discussed ase 

to whether when he goes to England, and 


| Petersburg, and Paris, it will be necessary 
to appoint a regent to fulfill the duties of 
chief utive during his absence. 

Of urse, the person best quaiified for 
the post by past experience would be. the 
queen mother, who, during the seventeen
